PROBLEM: OIL CRISIS. CONSENSUS THAT GREW DURING DIS- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CESSIONS WAS THAT JAPAN, "ALMOST IRONICALLY," WOULD 
COME OUT OF OIL CRISIS "TEN TIMES BETTER OFF" THAN US 
IN TERMS OF ECONOMIC GROWTH. IN PRIVATE, CALIFORNIA 
BUSINESSMEN AGREED THAT JAPAN'S ROARING INFLATION AND 
SOARING WAGES MAKE IT LESS ATTRACTIVE THAN OTHER 
COUNTRIES AS AN INVESTMENT TARGET (MAR. 1 1). 

16. CSM'S POND, NYT'S HALLORAN, WP'S OBERDORFER, SUN'S 
SEIDEN IN TOKYO COVER LT. ONODA'S RETURN TO JAPAN AFTER 
EMERGING FROM PHIL JUNGLE HIDEOUT AS WARTIME STRAGGLER. 
IN CONTEXT OF SENSE OF DUTY WHICH IMPELLED ONODA TO 
REMAIN HOLDOUT UNTIL OTHERWISE ORDERED, HALLORAN 

AND OBERDORFER NOTE THAT HE RETURNS AT TIME WHEN 
JAPANESE, PARTICULARLY OF POSTWAR GENERATION, ARE UNEASY 
AND UNHAPPY ABOUT THEIR VALUES AND MORES. HALLORAN

POLICY, THAILAND WILL LIKELY PURSUE MORE INDEPENDENT

AS MUCH IN PEKING AS IN BANGKOK OR WASHINGTON. "IF 
CHINA APPEARS GENUINELY DESIROUS OF DETENTE IN SOUTHEAST

AT THE SAME TIME, IT IS DOUBTFUL WHETHER EVEN A NEUTRALIST
